2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
amendment corrects the remaining typographical error in the claims. The application 
was allowed on.

The IDS has been considered, and the claims still distinguish over the prior art 
of record. It is also noted that although there may be related applications, the claims 
to the present application are different.
